"Hurrah!” "Three cheers for Mr. Revelli!” Such were the shouts that filled the 
air on the night of the band’s return from Bloomington. It was past midnight when every 
man, woman, and child of Hobart greeted the newly crowned Indiana State Champions 
of Class B Bands. The city of Hammond, the place of this reception, joined our chorus 
of cheering as the band led the parade down the main streets. Their selections spoke 
their pride along with an appreciation of the hearty welcome extended to them by their 
horde of boosters. 

On May 24, 1929, these same citizens gathered at the railway station to bid the 
band "God’s speed” on their journey to Denver. Cheers for success in the national 
contest went up as the train pulled out, bearing the members of the band, as well as a 
number of friends. 




Those few days seemed ages for those at home, while the tourists were enjoying new 
scenery and sensing thrills that they had never dreamed of here in Indiana. Then came the 
word that our band had rated third, and our soloists placed high. All Hobart was jubilant, 
and in expression, erected a huge bulletin board on Main Street with the news standing 
out in bold relief. Newspapers carried headlines of our feat, and from far and near 
came congratulations for Mr. Revelli and the band. 

The throng that gathered to welcome the prize-winners on that Monday morning 
was much larger than any that had ever met them. Weary, but smiling with the 
realization of honor they had gained for all Hobart, they descended from the train, one 
by one. The crowd cheered, and overwhelmed them with hearty congratulations. 
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Band Awards 

Here we have the marks of the successes of our band in the contests 
of the short four years of its existence. In the upper right hand corner, 
we see the loving-cup won in the Lake County Contest, of 1927, in which 
we rated first place. The large statue is the emblem given us in winning 
the Indiana State Championship last year. This trophy must be won 
three consecutive years to be retained. The second loving-cup was re- 
ceived for first place in the county contest again last year. The first 
plaque in the lower left hand corner was brought back from Denver 
where we rated third place. The State Championship also gave us the 
large plaque which was awarded in 1929, for winning second place in 
the regional contest. 

These rewards have come to mean much to all who are interested in 
boosting our band on to further success. Recently the Girls’ Club showed 
its appreciation of the efforts of the band by presenting to the High 
School, a trophy case in which to place these awards for future inspection. 

Among the various honors of our pride, the band, we hold such 
treasures very highly.

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Dr. James Naismith invented the game of basketball 
in Springfield, Massachusetts, Y. M. C. A. in 1891. 
This invention was brought about through the neces- 
sity of an indoor winter sport. Since then the game 
has developed to the stage where it is an important 
part of the physical education system of this country. 

Basketball has progressed rapidly and everywhere 
is generally recognized as the second major sport. 
Basketball has gone through different evolutionary 
stages and with each succeeding one, the game is be- 
coming more scientific. It is on a sounder basis with 
reference to health, ethics, popularity, finance, and 
equipment than ever before.

In one of the biggest upsets of the year Lowell 
eked out a 19 to 21 win over Hobart. It was a hard game to lose. However, on the 
following night the Lawlermen hit their stride and handed Whiting a good trimming, 
which restored the confidence of the team. Englewood, the Chicago interurban leaders, 
came out and were surprised to meet a fighting and winning team. 

This year the team showed more fight and determination than ever before. Winning 
games in the final minutes of play seemed to be a custom with these basketeers.

Hobart — Crown Point 

A week prior to this defeat Hobart had given the Hub City five a sound lacing on 
their home floor. Perhaps in that short time Crown Point mastered the Hobart style of 
play. Anyway, they gave the Lawlermen their first conference setback of the year. 

Crown Point grabbed an early lead and led throughout the game by a slim margin. 
The spectators awaited every moment for the Lawlermen to unleash their short passing 
attack and charging for under basket shots, which led them to many victories during the 
season. But the Hobart five seemed unable to solve the Hub defense and were forced to 
take long shots. 

Hobart staged a desperate last minute rally and made two field goals in rapid succession. 
The gun prevented further scoring and the game ended with Hobart in possession of the ball.

Even so, Hobart unloosed its usual fighting spirit and man- 
aged nearly to defeat the visitors. All that was needed to swerve the decision was just 
another second place. 

In the Quadrangular Meet at Chesterton, Lew Wallace surprised the conference mem- 
bers by securing the greatest share of points. The broad jump event, which was performed 
last, was the deciding factor of the meet. Saving our best broad jumper for the Confer- 
ence events, probably prevented us from winning the meet.
